Importation of Liquor In 


Provinces Which Voted Dry 
Still Possible for Sixty Days 


Ottawa, Oct. 26—(Canadian Press.). Importation of liquor in 
the four provinces which voted ‘‘dry’’ Monday will still be pos- 
sible for a period of at least sixty days. Provisions are made in 
the amendments to the Canada Temperance Act passed last ses- 
sion, for the issuance of the necessary proclamations by the fed- 
eral government, but not before a period of sixty days has elaps- 
ed, after the adoption by a province of the bone-dry principle. 


Halifax Chronicle:—"“On the whole 
we believe the result of the referen- 
dum wil, be welcomed as expressing 
the determination of the people of 
Nova Scotia to rid their country of 
the drink evil, and that it will be ac- 
cepted cheerfully by those of the 
minority who conscientiously opposed 
further restrictions.”

Mr. Carvell confirms the report 
from Ottawa that it will be some 
time before the Railway Commis- 
sion gets around to the matter of 
reconsidering the railway rate 
boost. There are, it appears, two 
items on the program which hold 
precedence over the rates question. 
One ‘is the application for re-ad- 
justment of the freight rates on ice 
cream in the Ottawa district. The 
other the appeals of Toronto and 
Hamilton against the application 
of the Bell Telephone company for 
an increase in rentals. The West- 
erm wheat crop can wait in the 
elevators and the fields until the 
Commission has decided how much 
haulage charges the social set at 
the national capital are to pay on 
their winter ice cream supply, and 
whether the telephone users of 
Toronto and Hamilton shall have 
to stand a ten per cent increase 
jn the cost of talking by wire.

Any 
doubt that may have existed on 
that point is cleared away by the 
flimsy pretext offered as tho 
reason for the delay in taking up 
the reconsideration of the rate- 
boosting order. The Commission 
is in no hurry about that job, and 
doesn’t intend to be pushed along 
either by the protests of the pub- 
lic or the orders of the Goverment, 
Perhaps, like the late Board of 
Commerce, it is peeved at the base 
ingratitude of the public for its 
efforts in their behalf; or perhaps 
the Commissioners do not like the 
way the Government got out from 
pehind them and left them to stand 
the fire of criticism for the forty 
per cent raise. Anyway, they are 
standing pat and allowing the 
railways to collect, and propose to 
keep on doing it until they get 
ready to do otherwise. 

Contrast points the significance 
of the attitude of this presently 
immovable body. <A couple of 
months since, when the railways 
applied for the forty per ceut 
increase, the Commission broke all 
speed records in hearing the ap- 
plication and granting the de- 
mand.
